South Wellington Coin Auction and how it works: 


The SWCS auction will continue to be a big part of our general meetings. With the intention of having club members 
not only participating in the auction results but also being contributors to auction materials it is only fitting that we 


establish a set of guidelines. 


The rules we will follow: 


¢  Atpresent Robert Zmija is our auction chairperson and any member may submit lots for the auction. 


All lots will be as described in the newsletter. 


Tips for a good auction: 


All material for auction must be received by Robert prior to the 15" of the previous month. 

Lots are graded and values established by Robert, suggestions for the unknown will be accepted. 

Lots will be fit into the next available auction, Robert will keep the mix interesting. 

Lots to be numbered by the auction person, usually around 20 lots will be present. 

The auction fee which goes to the club is 25 cents on lots selling for less than $20.00 -- $1.00 on lots greater. 


In the event of a dispute, the auctioneer will rule on who is the successful bidder. 
All lots will be delivered by the club designated runner and bid collected at the same time. 
All auction results/earnings to be settled at the end of each meeting by auction chairperson. 


e Remember good quality coins bring the best price and will more than likely sell at the auction. 
e Members are looking to obtain coins for their collections so try to be realistic in what you expect for your 


lots. 


e Try to come to the meeting knowing what will be up for auction—all items will be listed in the monthly 


newsletter. 


e The auction should be open to not only coin but any related numismatic materials that may be of interest to 


club members.

The double wolf design is a tribute to the Canadian 
family, symbolizing togetherness and the ties that bind 
Canadians together. The symbolic use of the wolf —an 
animal that mates for life—underscores the artist’s 
personal commitment to family. The design represents 
togetherness, pride and integrity in relationships. 

Wade Stephen Baker’s design reminds all Canadians 
that the family, a key relationship in our lives is the 
fabric of Canadian society, and ties together individuals 
and communities from generation to generation.

The two dollar coin introduced as Path of Knowledge 
depicts a female bear and two cubs. 


The coin inscribed with the word knowledge 
reflecting the experience, wisdom, and knowledge that 
are passed down from generation to generation creating 
an inexhaustible strength to carry on, explore and excel. 


This design was created by artist Tony Bianco. 


Rim- the raised area bordering the edge and 
surrounding the field 

Field- the flat area of a coin’s obverse or reverse, 
devoid of devices or inscription. 

Mintmark- a letter or other marking on a coin’s surface 
to identify the mint at which the coin was struck. 
Exergue—the lower segment of a coin, below the main 
design, generally separated y a line and often containing 
the date, designer initials and mintmark. 
Legend—<oin’s principal lettering, generally shown 
along it’s outer perimeter 

Relief- the portion of a design raised above the surface 
of a coin metal or token. 


Mule—the combination of two coinage dies not 
intended for use together.
